BETHLEHEM, Pa., Oct. 27. 
Replying in a letter to a message 
President Roosevelt recently sent 
to engineering schools, Dr. C. C. 
Williams, president of Lehigh Uni- 
versity, says “blunderbus gunning 
for political game demolished in 
some cases industry’s highly devel- 
oped economic and social agencies.” 
The text of Dr. Williams’ letter: 
“The questions raised in your let- 
ter which I had the honor to receive 
have engaged the serious attention 
of educators in the field of engi- 
n ering for the last decade, as is 
evidenced in their society proceed- 
ings, and your directing attention 
to them will re-emphasize their im- 
portance. Those of us to whom 
your letter was addressed are grats- 
ful to you for your interest and will, 
I am _ sure, carefully review the 
premises in faculty and society dis- 
cussions. 

“However, many who have given 
thought to this matter, will, I be- 
lieve, agree that our failure to en- 
joy social and economic progress 
commensurate with technological 
advance does not lie in the defects 
of engineering education so much as 
in the political spoilage of the eco- 
nomic instrumentalities which en-: 
gineers and other industrialists have 
from time to time set up. Corpo- 


gration of industry by means of 
technological achievements, have es- 
sayed to establish economic and so- 
cial agencies compartible with sci- 
entific progress. Unfortunately, be- 
cause neither popular election nor 
executive appointment confers full- 
ness of knowledge or expertness rel- 
ative to scientific matters, this 
highly developed economic machin- 
ery not infrequently has ben demol- 
ished through blunderbus gunning 
for political game. Impacts in the 
areas where science* has not been 
operative, namely in the governmen- 
tal controls of the complex and com- 
plicated economic and social agen- 
cies produced by technology, seem, 
therefort, to overshadow science as’ 
the cause of economic maladjust- 


“Engineering education will prob- 
ably always be opposed to extrava- 
gance and will hold as a fundamen- 
tal tenet a reasonable social and 
economic justification of expendi- 
tures, all things considered. The <e- 
cent governmental reports referred 
to in your letter do not seem to in- 
validate this principle in any de- 
gress. In fact, their character 
largely nullifies this cogency. For 
example, one of these reports, whose 
preparation was described to me by 
a participant, represents the innoc- 
uous compromise views of a group 
of engineers who were laboring un- 
der very definite restrictions as to 
the scope of their findings. 

“The introduction and the conclu- 
sion to this report, the parts most 
noted by the press and the public, 
were written by a talented news- 
paper columnist, who apparently 
had little conception of the contents 
or of the significance of the matters 
involved, but who could eloquently 
embody in his contribution a cer- 
tain amount of wishful thinking. 

Guided Conference.” 

“May I say also without seeming 
to be discourteous and without re- 
flections on the authors, that the 
charming booklet ‘Little Waters’ 
has poetry, art, fact and fancy so 
engagingly commingled as even to 
increase the obligations of scienti- 
fic colleges to adhere to funda- 
mentals an dcritical standards. 

“May I be so bold as to point out 
that a particularly regrettable re- 
sult of those numerous Governmen- 
tal reports of this character which 
have recently issued as the product 
of guided conference rather than of 
research, is greatly to discredit the 
results of all investigations conduct- 
auspices. 
These politically designed publica- 
tions thus are unfair to the many 
capable and devoted men in Federal 
bureaus whose faithful investiga- 
tions should not thus be classed. 

Although in local situations, tech- 
nological improvements have some- 
times displaced labor, the immense 
transfer of population from inde- 
pendent agriculture to cities could 
not have been absorbed if technpl- 
ogy had not greatly increased the 
total offoptunities for employment. 
The dislocations resulting from the 
impacts of science on humanity 
have in the aggregate been in the 
direction of higher standards of liv-

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 27.— 
The mysterious disappearance from 
the offices of Dr. E. T. McGaugh, 
State Health Commissioner, of 
174 canceled checks covering dis- 
bursements from a Federal State- 


aid public health fund, and the 
simultaneous disappearance of 12 
blank checks for another Federal 
fund for child welfare work in the 
schools, were still.under investiga- 
tion here today by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Roy McKittrick and auditors, 
All but 12 of the canceled checks 
were recovered Oct. 17 by a St. 
Louis city watchman, who found 
them, with other checks and bank 
account records, apparently unre- 
lated, in a brief case which he had 
seen an unidentified man throw 
into the Mississippi River at the 
foot of Olive street, and had fished 
out before the case sank. The 12 
blank checks for the child welfare 
work fund are still missing. 
Criticism of Dr. Gaugh. 

The public. health fund is fur- 
nished by the United States Public 
Health Service to the State Board 
of Education for administration by 
the State Board of Health, and the 


children’s fund is furnished 
to ne Boatd-6t “Health for. dis- 
bursement by the t of 


Labor. Yesterday the Board of Ed- 
ucation met in Jefferson City to 
discuss future disbursements from 
the Public Health Service Fund, 
from which about $150,000 has been 
spent since last April. 

Following the meeting it was 
stated that there had been no dis- 
cussion of the discovery of the 
checks found in St. Louis. It is 
known, however, that there is con- 
siderable discussion around the Cap- 
itol about Dr. McGaugh’s adminis- 
tration of the Department of Labor 
fund, and that there has been defi- 
nite objection by the Children’s Bu- 
reau of that department to Dr. 
McGaugh’s method of keeping his 
accounts.

Dr. Lenroot insisted that all en- 
tries of expenditures be supported 
by vouchers and receipts, objected 
to flat travel allowances, saying 
they should be charged at a defi- 
nite rate per mile, and made par- 
ticular objection to a practice by 
Dr. McGaugh of depositing part of 
the Federal fund, about $500 a 
month, in his persona] bank ac- 
count, for disbursement from there. 

Dr. McGaugh was also told that 
he must account for any discrepan- 
cies in the money carried in his 
personal account. Dr. McGaugh 
told the correspondent that while 
he had kept some of the funds in 
his personal account, for purchases 
of drugs, printing and telegraph 
and telephone bills, for conven- 
ience, there were no discrepancies 
for which he had to account.

Co-respondent Not Named 
but Attorney Tells Justice 
She Was Summoned to’ 
Ipswich Trial. 


By the Associated Press. 
IPSWICH, England, Oct. 27. — 


Mrs. Wallis Simpson, Baltimore- 
born friend of King Edward VIII, 
obtained a divorce in a brief hear- 
ing at Ipswich Assizes today. 
Justice Sir John Anthony Hawke 
nounced a decree nisi after a few 
minutes of formal testimony. The 
decree will become final in six 
months. 

Costs were charged to her ship- 
broker husband, Ernest Aldrich 
Simpson, who did not contest her 
suit. 

The whole hearing lasted just 17 
minutes, Mrs. Simpson was on the 
stand for 14 minutes. She was 
questioned by her attorney, Norman 
Birkett. 

She alleged that Simpson had 
been guilty of misconduct at the 
Hotel de Paris, at Bray, near Maid- 
enhead, Berkshire, at the end of 
July. 

Mrs. Simpson, in a trim blue suit 
with a polka dot blouse and a smart 
blue hat at a jaunty angle, was 
completely at ease on the witness 
stand. 

Judge Ignores Mrs. Simpson. 
Known as a stickler for correct 
procedure, Justice Hawke was stern 
with Counselor Birkett and 
with Mrs. Simpson’s other attorney, 
Walter Frampton. He paid not the 
slightest heed to Mrs. Simpson, 
studying the papers in the case and 
devoting his attention to the law- 
yers, without even so much as look- 
ing at her once. 

Mrs. Simpson was already in the 
witness box when reporters and 
spectators were permitted to enter 
the courtroom. Not once, during 
all her testimony, did she turn and 
face the crowd. 

Seven policemen, four of them 
in plain clothes, stood facing the 
spectators near the press box dur- 
ing the entire hearing. watching 
for cameras. 

So careful was the supervision 
of courtroom passholders that even 
the Aldermen of Ipswich were un- 
able to enter the room. One of the 
Aldermen tried to enter the court 
building by the back door, but was 
turned away by policemen. 

Co-Respondent Not Named. 

The co-respondent was not 
named at any time. Near the end 
of the hearing, Justice Hawke took 
note of this fact. 

Birkett replied. “She was sub- 
penaed, my lord, but she has not 
appeared.” 

Testimony was introduced to the 
effect that the co-respondent had 
been at a solicitor’s office with 
Simpson a week or so after the al- 
leged incident of misconduct. 

Mrs. Simpson’s plea was that she 
had lived happily with Simpson un- 
til autumn of 1934, when she said 
she had noticed a change in his 
manner. 

“He began going away for week- 
ends,” she testified. 

Justice Hawke seemed to show 
irritation at having to hear the case: 
when Birkett asked Mrs. Simpson 
the first question. 

“Your name is Wallis Simpson?” 
Birkett began. 

The Justice peered over the top 
of his spectacles and demanded to 
know: “Why has this case come 
here?” 

A whispered consultation between 
the Registrar of the court and the 
Justice ensued. 

The Justice then mumbled: “Oh, 
well, I am told”——— 

His voice trailed off so that it 
could not be heard. 

Birkett resumed his questioning 
of Mrs. Simpson. She said she had 
been living at Beech House, in near- 
by Felixstowe.

CHICAGO PACKERS GRANT 
7 PER CENT WAGE INCREASE 


Justified by Increased Cost of Liv- 
ing Officials Say; Adds $8,- 
000,000 a Year to Payrolls.

CHICAGO, Oct. 27.—About 80,- 
‘000 meat packing plant employes of 
Swift & Co., Armour & Co., Wilson 
& Co., and Cudahy & Co., today 
were granted a wage increase of 7 
per cent; effective Nov. 2. 

It was estimated this would rep- 
resent a yearly wage increase of 
between $8,000,000 and $10,000,000. 
The wage increase was negotiated 
by representatives of employes in 
the plant assembly, made up of 
equal numbers of employe and man- 
agement representatives. 

Packing company officials  ex- 
plained the wage increases were 
justified by the increased cost of 
living. 


GERMAN LIGHTSHIP LOST 
WITH 15 MEN ABOARD 


Vessel in Elbe Estuary Capsized in 
Heavy Sea, Eyewitnesses 
Report. 

CUXHAVEN, Germany, Oct. : 27. 
—The lightship Elbe in the Elbe 
estuary was reported today to 
have capsized in a violent south- 
westerly gale with 15 men aboard. 

Eyewitnesses aboard a British 
steamer reported the lightship was 
overwhelmed by a huge breaker 
and was not seen again. 

Attempts to send assistance from 
shore failed because of the heavy 
seas. 

North Sea points reported num- 
erous distress calls along Dutch, 
German and Danish .coasts. Much 
inland damage was reported from 
a high tide which swept over the 
Dutch coast.

CHICAGO, Oct. 27.—Holders of 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. common 
stock are in line for two extra div- 
idends totaling about $3.50 a share, 
announced by directors as a means 
of avoiding a large assessment of 
earnings under the new Federal 


surtax. 

Directors, voting the first extra 
dividend of $1.75, payable Dec. 15 
to stock of record Nov. 6 and an- 
nouncing a second about the same 
amount was planned for January, 
also have voted approval of an 
800,000 share increase in capital 
stock to 6,000,000 shares and an- 
nounced a special $1,500,000 wage 
payment.to employes. 

The December extra dividend was 
in addition to a regular quarterly 
dividend of 50 cents. 

The present authorized capital 
stock of the company is 5,200,000 
shares, of which about 4,800,000 are 
outstanding. Stockholders will be 
given opportunity to subscribe for 
an additional share of the 800,000 
increase in stock’ ordered for each 
10 held, at a price to be determined 
later, but not less than $60, 

The plan provides for offering 
100,000 shares to employes or offi- 
cers. 

The wage payment to employes 
provides for two .weeks’ extra 
pay to employes with two years 
or more of continuous service as of 
Dec. 1; one week’s extra pay to 
those with one to two years of ser- 
vice, and half.a week’s pay to those 
of six months to one year’s service.

Request for Removal. 

This letter came into the hands 
of the Universal company which 
proceeded to ask Federal District 
Judge Van Valkenburgh to remove 
Hall as a Special Master, in which 
position he was empowered to rule 
on evidence, and make findings of 
fact and conclusions of law.

Commenting on this activity, the 
report says: “Hall, only after be- 
ing told by the attorneys for both 
the litigants that he could not with 


| propriety proceed with a patent ap- 


plication relating to the processes 
being considered in the litigation 
before him, ceased further efforts 
in that respect.” 

The committee found that despite 
Hall’s claim that he had declined 
legal business after his termination 
in 1929 with the case until the final 
settlement of the case in 1931, he 
had been surprised at the amount 
of work he had been getting in 
Virginia. Hall had petitioned the 
court for $100 a day for every day 
except Sundays and holidays during

On this point the committee said: 
“Hall was, on his own statement, 
actively engaged during that period 
in the practice of law, and he thus 
(by his application for additional 
pay) showed a disregard for pro- 
fessional good conduct.”

Administrator Asks Court 
in His Reply to Tum 
Down Request of New 
Jersey Republicans.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Harry 
L. Hopkins, Works Progress .d- 
ministrator, asked the Federal Dis- 
trict Court here yesterday to deny 


New Jersey Republicans access to 
WPA payrolls and records on the 


‘ground that the inspection would be 


for political purposes. 

Denying extravagance or waste 
in the administration of WPA, 
Hopkins characterized as “ma- 
licous innuendo” that part of the 
Republican request which said ac- 
cess to WPA records was desired 
to check diversion of funds from 
relief to political purposes. 

Justice Joseph W. Cox did not 
rule on the Republican request, 
merely receiving Hopkins’ answer. 
Earlier, he denied a petition pre 
sented by Merritt Lane, lawyer for 
the Republican State Committee, for 
permission to present affidavits in 
support of the original petition. 

These affidavits were intended 
to show that workers were trans- 
ferred to WPA from Public Works 
Administration jobs, the Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation and oth- 
er Government agencies at substan- 
tially increased wages. 

The charge that funds under his 
jurisdiction had not been used sole- 
iy for relief was termed “frivol- 
ous, scandalous and impertinent, 
and made for political purposes” 
by Hopkins. 

Hopkins said he did ‘not think 
inspection of the names, addresses 
and salaries of WPA workers was 
essential to the exercise of the 
franchise or the proper understand- 
ing of the national campaign. 

He said information sought by 
the Republicans might be used for 
political sdlicitation and coercion 
and denied WPA records had been 
opened to the Democratic cam- 
paigners while denied the Repub- 
Jican candidates. 


To open WPA records for in-. 


spection by any party, Hopkins said, 
would disrupt “the orderly and ef- 
ficient administration of the ex- 
ecutive departments and Govern- 
ment agencies.” 

He contended only a legally au- 
thorized body had power to inves- 
tigate WPA records.

The police, standing at each side 
of the double courtyard gates, 
swung them open as the car ap- 
proached and banged them shut 
lustily as it rolled inside.

There were 25 photographers on 
nearby roofs, in windows and on 
the streets as Mrs. Simpson drove 
up. During the morning, the chief 
constable had laid down a strict 
rule against courtroom photographs 
under pain of “serious conse- 
quences.” 

All newereel photographers with- 
drew from Ipswich yesterday, and 
a reliable source said they acted in 
accordance with a request from 
Buckingham Palace, King Edward's 
official residence. 

In addition, the chief constable 


demanded a pledge from all persons 
entering the courtroom that they 
would refrain from attempting to 


‘speak to “any of the principals in 


the case.” Otherwise, he said, court- 
room passes would be refused. 

At 2:06 p. m., two trumpeters, 
wearing big black busbies and car- 
rying long silver trumpets, pushed 
their way into the courtroom 
through 25 or 30 persons who were 
vainly seeking admission. 

Five policemen, headed by a ser- 
geant, handled the inspection of 
passes at the outer door of the 
courthouse. Even the witnesses in 
other cases were told they must 
wait to enter building.

ON PITTSBURGH CRASH 


Suggests Passenger May Have 
Accidentally Kicked Fuel 
Supply Valve, 


—_ — 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27. — The 
Bureau of Air Commerce said to- 
day the crash of a big sight-seeing 
plane at Pittsburgh Sept. 5, in 
which 10 persons were killed, prob- 
ably was due to failure of fuel sup- 
ply. 

The flow of gasoline, the bureau 
said, probably was cut off “due to 
the fuel selector valve being acci- 
dentally pushed to the ‘off’ posi- 
tion.” The selector valve was so 
placed, it said, that.a passenger 
may have accidentally kicked it 
closed. 

There was only one surviver of 
the accident, Linda McDonald, 17- 
year-old Miami high school gradu- 
ate, The bureau said she “probably 
owes her life to the fact that her 


jseat belt was fastened securely.” 


“Evidence indicates,” the report 
continued, “that all three engines 
eased functioning at the same time. 
This gests a faiiure of either 
the fuel’supply or ignition. 

“An examination of the fuel se- 
lector valve showed the handle and 
base to be turned in such a manner 
as to indicate it was in the position 
of ‘Fuel off’ at the time the air- 
plane was burning.” 

The fire broke out immédiately 
when the plane struck the ground. 

There was no evidence of mechan- 
ical failure in the engines or pro- 
pellers, the bureau said, 

The bureau suggested that one 
woman passenger, in trying to 
brace herself in her seat, may have 
pushed her heel against the handle 
of the selector valve so as to turn 
off the gasoline. | 

Examination of the in- 
dicated that Pilot Eric F. Beckley 
had allowed his plane to lose flying 
speed while attempting to reach a 
possible landing area. 

Impact of the crash alone was 
not sufficient. to cause all of the 
10 fatalities, the bureau reported, 
“but rather the fire which followed 
immediately.” 

Pilot Beckley held a Federal 
transport pilot’s license and was in 
good physical condition at the,time 
of his latest examination June 3.

The bullet, fired at close range, 
entered Swingley’s abdomen and 
emerged from the back. Swingley 
underwent three blood transfusions, 
and an operation, at City Hospital. 

Kopit, in his statement to police, 
said the young man entered the 
store at 12:40 a. m. with his hands 
in the pockets of his overcoat. He 
glanced in a display case, then 
crossed the floor to where Kopit 
was standing at the end of a coun- 
ter. 

“He thrust his right hand, held 
inside his overcoat pocket, toward 
me and said, ‘Stick up your hands,’ ” 
Kopit asserted. “I reached under 
the counter, grabbed my revolver 
and pointed it at him and ordered, 
"You stick up your hands,’” the 
liquor dealer related. “He didn’t 
obey, and I fired one shot, then 
grappled with him.” 

Everett King, bartender in the 
establishment, told officers he no- 
ticed Swingley enter the place with 
his hands in his pockets, but did 
not pay close attention to him. 
Three men, who were in the rear 
of the store, said they did not wit- 
ness the shooting or the events pre- 
ceding it. 

Swingley said he entered the store 
to buy a bottle of liquor and was 
looking in a show case when Kopit 
addressed him. Asserting he is 
slightly hard of hearing, he said 
he did not understand the remark.

He moved his publishing business 
to New York, where he conducted 
it until his retirement in 1927, He 
was a frequent contributor to the 
New York Herald Tribune and 
Post, and was writing a history of

How does it happen that in 
the brief case recovered from the 
river were also a set of payroll 
checks stolen the night before 
from the office of the Laclede 
Gas Co. in St. Louis, two pass 
books for accounts in Des Moines 
(Ia.) banks, and 100 stamped and 
addressed letters from a Kansas, 
City finance company? 

Fictitious Name Given. 

The brief case was taken from 
the river at 2:30 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon by Edward Bruckner, the 
watchman on the steamer City of 
St. Louis, who had seen a man 
throw it in. He reported that after 
he fished it out, a man approached 
and asked him to give the case to 
him, but he refused. The man gave 
him a name and address, which po- 
lice said proved to be fictitious, and 
left the river front before Bruckner 
had reported his find to the police. 
Bruckner was unable to say wheth- 
er he was the one who had thrown 
the case in the river. 

Shortly before noon of that day 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. had re 
ported that 500 of its payroll checks 
and those of its affiliate, the La- 
clede Power & Light Co., had

Imost active teachers on The_ Prin- 


cipia campus. 
Leaves No Relatives. 

Most of the people who knew her 
well are now dead and she is sur- 
vived by no relatives, but at Prin- 
cipia many of the incidents in her 
career are remembered. She taught 
mathematics and physics and she 
was always particularly anxious to 
show the relation of physics to 
everyday life. *

Born in St, Louis, Mrs. Greene 
was married in the late 1860s to 
John M. Greene, an employe of 
Rice-Stix Dry Goods Co., who died 
in 1927. An only son, John Greene, 
died in 1921. 

At Mary Institute, where she 
taught from 1879 to 1895, she was 
in the English department. In her 
last years at The Principia. she 
taught a special study group on 
various subjects. She was one of 
the early members of the Wednes- 
day Club and was still on its rolls 
as an honorary member. She resid- 
ed at 5958 Horton place.

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POSTAL RATES DEFINED 
FOR ST. LOUIS AREA 


Much Confusion Over 2-Cent 
Stamp Delivery 
Limits. 


Postmaster W. Rufus Jackson 
gaid today that a great deal of con- 
fusion has resulted from the lack 
of knowledge by St. Louisans of 
the extent of the local area in 
which the two-cent letter rate ap- 
plies. Many persons have put two- 
cent stamps on letters mailed out- 
side the local postal area while 
others have placed three-cent 
stamps on letters which required 
only two-cent stamps. 

Consequently, Postmaster Jack- 
son has ‘had prepared a map, re- 
produced on this page, showing the 


limits of the St. Louis Postoffice. 


district. In this area, the two-cent 
letter rate and the local parcel 
post zone rate apply. Letters ad- 
dressed to residents of St. Louis 
County outside the limits shown on 
the map require three-cent postage 
and the parcel post requires the 
first zone rate. , 

The St. Louis postal area in- 
cludes 61.6 square miles within the 
city and 59.8 square miles in the 
county. The following communities 
are in the area: Baden, Brentwood, 
Carsonville, Clayton, Des 
Ferguson, Glendale, Jefferson Bar- 
racks, Jennings, Luxemburg, Ma- 
plewodd, Normandy, Oakland, Old 
Orchard, Overland, Pine Lawn, 
Richmond Heights, Shrewsbury, 
Tuxedo Park, University City, Web- 
ster Groves, Wellston and -Kirk- 
wood, Letters to those communities 
require only two-cent postage. 

The following communities, out- 
side the local postal area, require 
three-cent postage on letters:  Aff- 
ton, Allenton, Ballwin, Bridgeton, 
Centaur Station, Chesterfield, Cres- 
cent, Creve Coeur, Ellisville, Eu- 
reka, Fenton, Florissant, Glencoe, 
Grover, Koch, Manchester, Mary- 
land Heights, Nuroad, Pattonville, 
Robertson, Ruegg, Sappington, 
Sherman, South Kinloch Park, Val- 
ley Park and Vigus. 

Letters addressed to patrons of 
the St. Louis Postoffice deposited 
in collection boxes in the local area 
before 10 a. m,. are delivered the 
Same afternoon. In the area there 
are 754 delivery carriers, 54 parcel 
post routes, 88 collection routes and 
13 rural routes.

“In 1929 consumers’ taxes repre- 
sented only 30 per cent of the na- 
tional revenue. Today they are 60 
per cent.”

proves the President was right the 
first time. “Taxes are paid in the 
sweat of every man who labors.”

Constitutional Safeguards. 

One of the most important of 
these safeguards is the provision 
that all revenue. legislation be ini- 
tiated in the House of Representa- 
tives. This safeguard was put into 
our Constitution for a very definite 
reason. It was put in because the 
House of Representatives is the 
branch of our Government closest 
to the people. It was put in be- 
cause the men who framed our Con- 
stitution knew the the power of the 
purse. They knew that if injus- 
tice was to be prevented, the peo- 
ple, through their representatives, 
must control the purse. This is as 
true now as it was in 1787. 

But under’ this administration 
revenue bills have not originated 
in the House of Representatives, 
They have been drafted by the 
executive branch of the Government 
and driven through Congress with- 
out adequate debate. 

Hand in hand with the violation 
of this constitutional safeguard, has 
gone the demand of the President 
that Congress transfer to him con- 
trol over the spending of public 
funds. 

Year after year the President has 
gone to Congress and demanded 
vast sums to be spent at his dis- 
cretion. He has demanded blank 
checks totaling over $13,000,000,000. 
Congress felt the political power of 
these billions. It surrendered its 
responsibility over the public purse 
—its duty to protect the people’s 
money. 

Effect on Spending. 

And what happened when Con- 
gress surrendered this responsibil- 
ity? What kind of spending did we 
get? To describe the kind of spend- 
ing that deluged the country we 
had to invent a new word—*“boon- 
doggling.”

This 
administration has used it to coerce 
voters. 

No one knows better than the 
people of Pennsylvania the brazen 
manner in which this. policy has 
been applied in the name of relief.

Hale suggested that Appleton had 
been “double-crossed” by someone 
in whom he had confidence. “It 
looks like someone was sore at 
him—he might have violated’ the 
ethics of the underworld,” Hale tes- 
tified. 

Widow’s Story on Stand. 
Appleton’s widow, Mrs. Edna Mae 
Appleton, 3905A Kossuth avenue, 
testified that she had not seen him 
since Friday marning, when he 
went to work with his employer, a 
painting contractor. When she re- 
turned home Friday night, she said, 
he was not there but she observed 
that he had been there and had 
changed his clothes. 

She had found a telephone num- 
her written on a scrap of paper 
which was on the floor, but thought 
nothing about it at the time, Mrs. 
Appleton said. There was no fur- 
ther testimony about the telephone 
number, and when a Post-Dispatch 
reporter sought to question Mrs.

Appleton was shot four times in 
the right side of the head. There 
was no indication of a struggle at 
the scene and authorities surmised 
that he was shot either by some- 
one who surprised him there or by 
someone he trusted who had gone 
along with him. 

Reason for Bombings in Doubt.

A three-year study of perform- 
ances, figures on the basis of con- 
sensus national ranking lists for 
1933-35, contributes at least a par- 
tial answer to the recurrent ques- 


tion: “Which colleges play the hard- 
est schedules?” Here are some of 
the items of more or less interest 
the analysis discloses: 

1. Ranking next to Northwestern, 
in meeting the toughest competi- 
tion, are Notre Dame, Southern 
California and Texas, in that order. 


In the Big Ten. 
2. Among the Big Ten teams, 
Minnesota and Ohio State, co-cham- 
pions last year, rate sixt* - “ynth 
in the caliber of opposition tackled 
over the three-year period. 
3. Pittsburgh plays the toughest 
schedule of any Eastern team but 
(contrary to popular belief) places 
only fourteenth nationally. Carnegie | 
and Navy are next, in the seaboard 
sector, with Yale taking-on the 
hardest opposition of any team in 
the “Ivy League.” 
4. Southwest teams, led by Texas, 
Southern Methodist and Rice, have 
made the most rapid strides in 
toughening their schedules. Where- 
as only three were in the top 25 in 
1933, in the caliber of opposition 
encountered, seven moved into the 
“first 12” the following year. 
5. In the old South, Georgia

The basis for all this calculation 
is reasonably simple; even though 
by no means infallible or indisputa- 
ble.

The Jan. 1 order was not retro- 
active and did not affect agree- 
ments already entered into by 
Jones and Sasse, but barred them 
from future full-time coaching jobs. 

Additional Pay. 

Officers always have been paid 
for their coaching work, in addition 
to their Army salaries. 

Jones and Sasse are believed here 
to be the only officers now acting 
as full-time athletic coaches in the 
course of R. O. T. C. assignments.

The Supreme Court already has 
ruled on one somewhat similar case, 
refusing, in a five-to-three decision, 
to take jurisdiction over a stock- 
holders’ suit against George Wash- 
ington Hill, president of the Amer- 
jean Tobacco Co., and five vice- 
presidents to recover for the com- 
pany millions of dollars worth of 
tobacco shares, which company of- 
ficers received in a stock allotment 
plan. In a blistering dissent Jus- 
tice Stone castigated the “uncon- 
scionable conduct” of the tobacco 
executives and held that the court 
should take jurisdiction. 

‘ Similarly stockholders of Beth- 
lehem Steel Corporation protested 
against huge bonuses to Charles M. 
Schwab, Eugene Grace and other 
company heads. Compelled after a 
sorm of protest to inform a stock- 
holders’ meeting of the bonus prac- 
tice, Schwab wept. No court ac- 
tion followed the Bethlehem  pro- 
tests,

130,000 Lead ‘for Roosevelt 
Indicated in Missouri Survey; 
50,000 Plurality for Stark 


Analysts Cannot Estimate Lemke’s Vote, and 
Attitude of 15 Per Cent of Registrants 
Puzzles Political Leaders.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 27. — 
Information from the best available 


political sources, analyzed with due 


j allowance for important indetermin- 


able factors in the situation, indi- 
cates that President Roosevelt will 


carry Missouri by approximately 
130,000 and that Lloyd C. Stark, 
Democrat, will be elected Governor 
by probably less than 50,000, in the 
election Nov. 3. : 

These estimates are based on the 
probability of a total vote of about 
1,700,000, which would be nearly 
100,000 larger than that of four years 
ago, and which appears to be jus- 
tified by the increased registration 
reported from virtually every city 
in the State in which there is a 
registration of voters. The total 
might even exceed that figure and 
conceivably could be as high as 
1,750,000. | 


Analysts of Missouri politics and, 


politicians within the party organi- 
zations in the State have found 
themselves more at sea in attempt- 
ing to forecast the result of this 
election than for many years. They 
have been unable with any marked 
degree of assurance to foresee how 
about 15 per cent of the voters will 
vote. Approxim&tely that number 
have refused to tell party workers, 
making house-to-house . canvasses, 
whether they will vote the Repub- 
lican or the Democratic ticket. 
Lemke Vote Uncertain. 

There is great uncertainty as to 
what proportion of the vote Lemke 
will get, and while it is almost uni- 
versally agreed that Stark will run 
much behind Roosevelt, the extent 
of the scratching of Stark is im- 
possible of determination. : 

The estimates given represent a4 
composition of the views of persons 
of usually good judgment in analyz- 
ing political situations in the State, 
but do not take into consideration 
the vote which will be polled by 
minor candidates. This, however, 
probably will amount to very little, 
not enough to influence the result, 
though it might in some degree af- 
fect the majorities received by the 
winning candidates. 

Four years ago all minor cand} 
dates, that is, those other than 
Roosevelt and Hoover, received a 
total of only 19,775 votes in the 
State, out of a total of 1,609,894, or 
only 1.2 per cent. The largest mi- 
nor candidates’ vote ever polled in 
the State, not considering the Pro- 
gressive party year of 1912, was in 
1924, when the total was 86,719. In 
that election La Follette, running 
on two tickets, received 84.160 votes, 
and then the minor candidates’ to- 
tal was only 6.6 per cent of the 
total. 

Pendergast a Factor. 

The estimated majorities of 130,- 
000 for Roosevelt and slightly less 
than 50,000 for Stark are given more 
to indicate what appears to be the 
Missouri trend in the election and 
possibly the approximate extent of 
the trend, rather than as estimates 
of the exact majorities. 

For instance, the scratching of 
Stark for Barrett by Democratic 
voters who fear that Stark’s elec- 
tion will mean increased power for 
the menacing Pendergast machine 
is extremely difficult to put into 
figures. If, as appears virtually cer- 
tain, it will amount to at least 40, 
000, it could easily be twice that 


number without the politicians be- 
ing aware of the fact, and scratch- 
ing by considerably less than 80,000 
voters probably would mean. the 
election of Barrett instead of Stark. 

Though any use of figures which 
gets away from round numbers is 
not justified by conditions, it is 
necessary to use percentages in 
some calculations and that results 
in what appears to be rather close 
figuring, but they necessarily show 
up in a composition of the different 
views. 

Guesses at Figures. 

It is estimated that in the State 
outside of St.- Louis, St. Louis 
County and Jackson County (Kan- 
sas City) Roosevelt will receive 
506,138 votes and Landon 463,131, a 
Roosevelt majority of 43,007. That 
in St. Louis Roosevelt will receive 
206,500 and Landon 171,500, a Roose- 
velt majority of 35,000. That in St. 
Louis County, Roosevelt will re- 
ceive 50,311 and Landon 58,311, a 
Landon majority of 8000. That in 
Jackson County Roosevelt will re- 
ceive 170,000 and Landon 110,000, a 
Roosevelt majority of 60,000. That 
in the State as a whole Roosevelt 
will receive 932,949 and Landon 802,- 
942, a Roosevelt majority of 130,007. 

On the governorship, it is esti- 
mated that in the State outside of 
St. Louis, St. Louis founty and 
Jackson County, Stark will receive 
482,504 and Barrett, 486,765, a Bar- 
rett majority of 4261. That in St. 
Louis Stark will receive 181,500 and 
Barrett, 196,500, a Barrett majority 
of 15,000. That in St. Louis County 
Stark will receive 48,311 and Bar- 
rett, 60,311, a Barrett majority of 
12,000. That in Jackson County 
(Kansas City) Stark will receive 
180,000 and Barrett, 100,000, a Stark 
majority of 80,000. That in the State 
as a whole Stark will receive 892,- 
315 and Barrett, 843,576, a Stark 
majority of 48,739. 


The Doubtful Vote. 


The most puzzling element in the 
campaign is the vote classed as 
“doubtful” by the campaign com- 
mittee polls. This varies from 12 
per cent in some places to as high 
as 20 per cent in others. If it 
should average 15 per cent, it would 
amount to 275,000 votes which the 
politicians can guess about but 
about which they have no accurate 
knowledge. 

In the estimate given of the Bar- 
rett vote outside of St. Louis, St. 
Louis County and Kansas City, the 
figure is much below that expected 
by the Republican organization, 
which believes that the anti-Pen- 
dergast sentiment among Demo- 
crats throughout the State is much 
more extensive than is reflected in 
this estimate, and that Pendergast’s 
indorsement of Stark will cost 
Stark from 80,000 to 100,000 votes. 

Nevertheless, though the tendency 
almost invariably is to underesti- 
mate the extent of the scratching 
of a candidate against whom there 
is specially organized opposition, 
application of the accepted methods 
of judging campaign trends seems 
to fix the Barrett-Stark vote at 
approximately the figure given. 

If these estimates should be 
borne out by election results, Roose- 
velt’s vote would be shown to be 
92,457 less than that of 1982, and 
Landon’s vote 238,229 more than 
Hoover’s, while Stark’s vote would 
be 35,602 less than Gov. Park re- 
ceived in 1932, and Barrett’s 214,148 
more than Winter’s vote for Gov- 
ernor in 1932.

PREMIER BLUM SETS OUT

‘Would Put End to Personal De- 
pyc mang Disclose Revenue 
of Ni pers.

PARIS, Oct. 27.—Premier Leon 
Blum, a former newspaper man, 
has set out to clean up the French 
press. Blum, once a drama critic 
and editor of the Socialist news- 
paper Populaire until his assump- 
tion of the premiership, announced 
his Government would present two 
bills to Parliment: ‘Providing re- 
strictions “to put an end to per- 
sonal defamation,” and requiring 
Rewspapers to make known their 
sources of revenue. :

“It is necessary that public opin- 
ion, often naive and credulous, 
cease to be at the mercy of inter- 
ests which often lean almost to 
treason.” : 

The measure exposing finances 
of the press to public view would 
be designed to make known. the 
extent to which opinions, inter- 
spersed freely with the news in 
the French press, may have been 
purchased by private interests.

FRENCH CABINET VOTES 
70 BUILD UP AIR FORCE 


Expenditure of $230,000,000 
on Planes and Fields Is 
Provided. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Oct. 27.—Immediate 
strengthening of France’s military 
aviation forces to keep pace with 
armament races of other Europeén 
nations was approved today by; 
Premier Blumi’s Cabinet. 

Officia] sanction of Air Minister 
Pierre Cot’s program -to modernize 
the French Air Force and to in- 
crease the number of ships, calling 
for expenditure of 5,000,000,000 
francs (currently $230,000,000), was 
granted as the first business of the 
ministerial session. 

New fighting planes termed far 
superior both for offensive and de~ 
fensive purposes to existing avia- 
tion strength, are to be added rap~ 
idly, an authoritative spokesman 
said. 

The project also contemplates im- 
provement of landing fields and 
construction of numerous airports, 
together with establishment of ine 
creased stocks of reserve gasoline. 

The number of new planes to be 
addéd to the air force, which 


French military experts recently - 


said was already one of the most 
powerful in the world, was not spec» 
ified. 

One thousand new ships were pro- 
vided for in the previously an- 
nounced plan, completed this year, 
but these replaced out-of-date 
planes, leaving the. French aerial 
strength at about 3000. 

The new program includes 
strengthening the liaison branches 
of the air force to co-operate with 
French land ahd sea forces. Air 
schools and experimental fields, are 
to be concentrated in southern 
France near the Mediterranean. 

The Cabinet also gave unanimous 
approval to the outline prepared by 
Finance Minister Vincent Auriol for 
the 1937 budget and tax system. 
Authoritative quarters said the fi- 
nancial program included a slight 
increase in the tax on incomes of 
more than 60,000 francs.

Exposing a Public Debt F allacy 


Newspaper which supported Government spending as an anti-deflation weapon says 
time has now come for frugality; calls it a “misleading argument” for President 
and others to assert that increased national income makes growing debt bearable; 
this view will open way to Treasury raiders and bring spending to gain votes. 


NE of the most misleading arguments 

with which administration

come makes the added debt bearable. 

The fact of recovery cannot be gainsaid. 
In 1932, the national income is estimated to 
have been about 40 billion dollars, 
estimates place current national income at 
about 60 billion dollars.

But the Marxian answer to the 
problem is based upon premises 
ghich have been demonstrated to 
have little political reality. The 
\Warxians propose the expropriation 
of capital, either by force or by 
iw, and hope to achieve this by 
the organization of the non-owning 
gasses into a class-conscious party. 

They have argued that the non- 
gwning classes are the overwhelm- 
ing majority in any country; that 
they will naturally attract to them- 
selves the classes whose ownership 
js ephemeral and unreal—the 
debtor class in any economy, not- 
ably the poorer farmers—plus the 
giaried intellectuals whose discon- 
tent is supported by intellectual 
awareness. A struggle will be or- 
ganized by this numerically superior 
class, and with the instruments of 
democratic representation, and the 
power to cripple capitalism by the 
strike, they will capture political 
power.

The principle appears to be per- 
fectly logical, but the fact is that 
it simply has not worked, even giv- 
en the most favorable possible cir- 
cumstances. Those favorable cir- 
cumstances are: economic depres- 
sion with consequent widespread 
social misery, and civil liberties 
which guarantee a forum for the 
expression of social discontent, and 
afford an opportunity to educate 
and to organize. 

In a large part of the Western 
world, economic depression has 
been almost continuous since the 
war; in some sections, it has been 
acutely aggravated by a lost war. 
England had 10 solid years of de- 
pression before she began to 
emerge from it; Germany and most 


of Central Europe have had far 


more downs than ups. 

Most Western countries were, 
from 1919 to 1933, political de- 
mocracies, in which Socialist and 
Communist class parties were legal. 
In Europe, Marxian agitation was 
prodigious; its literature is im- 
mense; and, at moments, class par- 
ties have legally held the power. 
But unless democracy itself has 
been definitely threatened by an 
anti-democratic dictatorial attack, 
as it is in Spain, it has been im- 
possible to organize the class strug- 
gle to the point where the workers 
will stand together and fight, either 
with force or with ballots. They 
have been sufficiently strong and 
united to bring about immense so- 
tial disorder, to hamper and even 
cripple the working of capitalism. 
But they have not expropriated it. 
4nd, eventually, they have been 
countered by Fascism, which in 
the showdown has_ invariably 
Proved itself more powerful.

The reason is that the class 
struggle is not a reality. The class 
idea is not the strongest force dom- 
inating the minds and emotions of 
even the most exploited. When 
Harold Laski complains, as he did 
in a recent issue of the Nation, 
apropos the meeting of the Trade 
Union Congress in England, that 
the workers did not seem to realize 
the truth of the class struggle, he 
put himself:in a really qomic posi- 
tion. For if the workers do not re- 
alize it, and cannot be mobilized 
for decisive action around it, then 
the class struggle simply does not 
exist. 

No revolution was ever yet made 
by a syllogism. There are psycho- 
logical forces enormously stronger 
than class.interests. And of all 
these, the strongest, it would ap- 
pear, is nationalism. For is not the 
whole history of the last 25 years 
one universal assertion of the 
FACT of nationalism? 

International class solidarity 
could not prevent the war; it could: 
not prevent the peace that was 
made; it could not hold together 
great economic complexes like the 
old Austro-Hungarian empire, 
which from a Marxian point of 
view was an infinitely preferable 
field for operation than half a 
dozen small states. And since the 
war, in the revolutionary epoch 
through which we have been living, 
is it not an outstanding fact that, 
whenever. the class idea has con- 
fronted a clear national idea, when- 
ever class interests have confront- 
ed- national interests, the class idea 
and the class interests have capit- 
ulated? 

The ease with which Mussolini, 
well-trained Socialist that he was, 
swung the emotions of his nation 
away from the class struggle to- 
ward the idea of the revival of the 
Roman heritage; the ease with 
which Hitler swung the aggressive 
instincts of the German masses 
away from hostility toward the 
bourgeoisie and against what he 
dexterously created as an “alien 
elemient’—these are startling phe- 
nomena from which one is forced 
to learn.

Perhaps the most amazing dem- 
onstration of the virility of the na- 
tional idea is Russia. .Today the 
idea of Russian nationalism is far 
stronger than the idea of interna- 
tional working-class solidarity. This 
fact is daily demonstrated. As a 
result, that country is in a serious 
diplomatic dilemma, and is totally 
incapable of a clearly integrated 
policy. 

Her national pride rests in her 
prestige as the world’s first work- 
ers’ Soviet. Her children are 
brought up to believe in the moral 
and technical superiority of the 
working-class state. They are 
trained in the idea of the world 
class struggle which will finally 
consolidate the earth according to 
the Soviet pattern. 

But Russia’s nationa] interests 
are all against the weakening . of 
the democracies at this moment by 
internal social strife. Therefore, 
every gesture she makes is inhib- 
ited. At one moment, she blusters 
about Spain, and in the next, she 
withdraws. Stalin cannot possibly 
be the leader of the Russian na- 
tion and the leader of the Com- 
munist International. 

The two things canndét be inte- 
grated, either in political reality, or 
even in a syllogism. Leon Trotz- 
ky, who remains logical and intel- 
lectually honest, foresaw and fore- 
told the doom of the popular fronts 
months ago. And I am quite sure 
that Trotzky’s prophecies will be 
fulfilled. : Already, in France, one 
is speaking of the “French Front” 
—to include Socialists, Communists 
AND Fascists!

| ae to All Units Says Law 


Is Answer to Workers: 
Prayers of Years. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Wil- 
ican Federation of Labor said last 
night the social security law was 
a form of legislation for which 
workers had prayed for many 
years. 

In a letter to all State Federa- 
tions of Labor, City Central Bodies 
and local unions, Green said there 
was “grave danger that widespread 
confusion and serious misunder- 
standing may occur in the minds of 
working people and their friends 

warding the provisions of the 

eral Social Security Act.” 

“The wage earners of the nation 
are the beneficiaries of thie act.” 
he added. “Throu,. the applica- 
tion*of its provisions they. will be 
permitted to face old age with a 
feeling of security because ... 
they will be guaranteed the pay- 
ment of any annuity ranging from 
$10 to $85 per month.” 

Green's letter made no mention 
of critcism directed at the act by 
Gov. Landon, who has attacked its 
provisions for a payroll tax and 
other features. 

Green said he “deemed it neces- 
sary” to acquaint the officers and 
members of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and their friends 
“with the true facts connected with 
the payment of Federal old age 
benefits.” He said he was doing 
so “free from bias of any kind.” 

“Because this is not merely an 
old age assistance measure, but 
instead, a form of old age insur- 
ance, beneficiaries are required to 
pay a small percentage of their 
earnings beginning Jan. 1, 1937, 
into a fund created by the Federal 
Government out of which future 
annuities will be paid,” he said: 

“Employers of labor will be re- 
quired to match the amount paid 
by the workers into this annuity 
fund. The fund will be carefully 
supervised and administered by the 
Federal Government, Nothing 
could be more secure than that.” 

Green added: “The American 
Federation of labor favored the 
enactment of this law. It support- 
ed it when it was passed by Con- 
gress.”

which at current market prices have 
a valuation of about. $157,250,000. 
Between Jan. 1, 1918, and Dec. 31, 
1935, they wrongfully received 
3,478,319 shares which at all times 
had a valuation of between $250,- 
000,000 and $311,000,000. In addi- 
tion, they coerced General Motors 
to pay to them many millions in 
dividends and obtairred other 
vantages... .” 

The number of persons receiving 
this bonus varied from year to year, 
according to the brief. In 1922 it 
was 570, in 1929 it was 2840, in 1934 
there were 1484 on the list and in 
1935 the number was 2312. This 
ponus plan for executives and key 
employes wes quite apart, of course, 
from the savings and insurance 
system that General Motors makes 
available for the mass of its 200,000 
employes. 

“Between Jan. 1, 1918, and the 
present,” the bill of complaint de- 
clares, “the individual defendants 
who shared in the bonus allotted 
themselves adequate and substan- 
tial salaries for all services ren- 
dered by them to General Motors. 
General Motors also paid to the em- 
ployes who shared in the bonuses 
adequate and substantial salaries. 

“The amounts received by them 
were greatly in excess of the fair 
value of any services rendered by 
them. Because of their wrorgful 
conduct, their illegal acts, their 
breaches of fiduciary duty, they 
were not entitled to any remunera- 
tion from General Motors and the 
defendants are liable for all 
amounts paid out to them and each 
of them.”

In 1935 Alfred Sloan received in 
salary and director’s fees, accord- 
ing to a report of the corporation 
to the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, $119,000. Knudsen, an- 
other defendant and officer of the 
corporation, received $120,150 in sal- 
ary and fees, and Kettering, also 
named ( the suit, got in salary 
and fees $95,170.

In 1917 General Motors had ap- 
proximately 2900 shareholders, it is 
stated in the bill. In 1935 the num- 
ber of shareholders was about 
350,000, of whom 42 per cent owned 
10 shares or less. The total num- 
ber of common shares outstanding 
is put at 43,500,000 with a market 
valuation in 1929 of nearly $4,- 
000,000,000. This shrank in 1932 
té $350,000,000. At the bottom of 
the depression, in 1932, G. M. sold 
for $7% a share. It is selling to» 
day above $70.

“Neither the Managers’ Securi- 
ties Co, nor any one connected with 
it or any of its shareholders ever 
performed any services for Gen- 
eral Motors which were of any 
value or for which it was liable,” 
the bill declares. 

Shares of these subsidiaries were 
closely held among the officers and 
direetors of the parent company. 
According to the bill, General Mo- 
tors was ‘coerced” into paying over 
to Managers’ Securities Co. $49,000,- 
000 in “fictitious additional bon- 
uses,” 

In one deal traced out in the bill 
of complaint, General Motors 
bought 1,375,000 shares of its own 
common stock, in March of 1930, 
and this was then transferred to 
General Motors Management Cor- 
poration. An agreement was then 
entered ito among the executives, 
according to the charge, whereby 
they might acquire the stock at 
cost, This was part of a scheme, 
it is charged, to enable the heads 
of the corporation to “obtain such 
shares without paying anything 
therefor.” Under this scheme, the 
bill charges, they planned that if 
the market value of the shares 
should fall, “no loss or liability 
should fall upon the Management 
Corporation or themselves... . 

No Compromise, Lawyer Says. 

Arthur Berenson, counsel for Har- 
ry Jacobson, Chicago stockholder, 
said that under no circumstances 
would the suit be compromised. 
The suit asks that all shares or 
other property recovered from the 
defendants be placed in a trust 
fund for the benefit of the corpo- 
ration, The bill of complaint pro- 
vides, however, that those bringing 
the suit and their attorneys shall 
be paid such fees as “may seem 
just and equitable.” 

Berenson has a stockholders’ suit 
now pending against the National 
Cash Register Co. in which he has 
charged that insiders profited from 
stock deals. He also brought a 
successful stockholders’ suit against 
the New Haven Railroad. 

General Motors executives have 
declined to comment on the suit.

ERMANY and Italy, meaning 
Hitler and Mussolini, are said 
to be working together closely. 
They are to control Austria, and 
Hitler’s share in the control might 
not please that intensely Catholic 
country too well. Germany’s influ- 
ence will increase along the Dan- 
ube, Germany and Italy combining 
make that possible, with nobody in- 
clined to fight about it. :

Rom bid must be measured by 

distinctly different stand- 
ards. One acts is a guide to what 
might be called, for definitive pur- 
poses, the quality of the response 
(whether to raisse or take outin a 
suit or no trump); the other to the 
quantity of the response. Unless 
these standards are applied in the 
order named the result is not apt 


fatal to decide how far the response 
should go without first deter- 
mining the direction it should 
take. But, in this connection, a 
subtle point arises. While, as I have 
said, the two standards are of a 
distinctly different nature they 
must be used in the manner of a 
cross index to check and recheck 
on each other. ; 
Let me make this clear by way of 
example. Your partner, we will as- 
sume, has opened the bidding with 
one spade. Next opponent passes, 
and you hold:

Both are 
hard to,do, The 
thin person who 
is urged to force 
the appetite usu- 
ally fears the ex- 
tra food will not 
be digested.

Nature has wide 

powers of adjustment and when it 
has to, the digestive system can 
do all the extra work required. — 

A good way to make these people 
eat more is to change the whole 
system of household meals—do not 
give them anything they have been 
accustomed to. 

The most stimulating foods to 
nutrition are milk and eggs. They 
are the foods growing animals live 
on. Milk is usually easy to take, 
even if the appetite is fickle, be- 
cause it is a liquid and can be 
gulped down quickly. It is not a 
highly concentrated food, but the 
addition of extra cream greatly in- 
creases its nourishing value. An 
egg-nog with the yolk and white of 
the egg separated and beaten up 
and added to the milk-cream mix- 
ture with a little sherry wine, is 
a combination which contains about 
400 calories.

HE diet should also include 

meat, fish, chicken, etc., in lib- 

eral quantities. These articles 
also have a stimulating effect on 
nutrition. Also cereals which have 
a high nutritive value. Fruits and 
vegetables must be included, espe- 
cially potatoes. Bread with plenty 
of butter—the bread or toast being 
more the medium for plenty of 
butter than anything -else. Des- 
serts, jams and jellies are allowed 
in liberal quantities. 

Just as the overweight patient 
has to exercise, the underweight 
has to rest. To lie down for an 
hour after each meal will do more 
to put on weight and strength than 
any other thing. If in the stress 
and strain of a workaday life an 
hour is too much, take as large a 
part of it for rest, as you can. It 
is surprising how easy it is for 
anyone to arrange a half hour or 
15 minutes’ rest three or four 
times in the course of the day. By 
rest, I mean lying down in full re- 
laxation on a couch, bed or sofa. 

This plan is valuable also for the 
convalescent from a surgical oper- 
ation or a prolonged illness of any 
kind,

“I doctored my wife for 15 years,” 
he went on. “I had her at Mount 
Vernon and took her to all the cli- 
mates. They never did her any 
good, At last I got hold of a medi- 
cine just six months before she 
died. That last six months. she 
picked up and was getting like 
herself again. If I'd a-had_ that 
medicine earlier, I could a-cured 
her. It costs $25 a bottle, but it’s 
worth it, considering all I’ve spent 
doctoring. It’s a secret medicine. 
Nobody knows what’s in it but the 
man who makes it. He can’t sell it 
himself because he is not a doctor. 
They'd handle him if he did. But 
he’s got a doctor he pays to pre- 
scribe it. Whenever one of us gets 
a cough, we use it and it cures us 
right away. It’s a wonderful medi- 
cine,” etc., etc, 


Midway the lengthy recital the 
nurse began retreating toward the 
car. Taciturn at first, the man had 
grown voluble and now was loath 
to let her go. He was hanging on 
to the door as she pressed the start- 
er and said, “All right. I've deliv- 
ered my message, and I'll be back 
again to see how you feel about it.”

“T rolled up more than 150 miles 
of mileage visiting one tubercular 
family near Pond,” she related as 
we drove along. “There really 
were reasonable objections on their 
part to the breakup involved in the 
hospitalization of the bread winner. 
When at last I had overcome one 
objection after another and got him 
to the clinic and the findings were 
positive, he was convinced and will- 
ing to go to Mount St. Rose pend- 
ing commitment to Mout Vernon, 
our only state tuberculosis institu- 
tion, and for which unfortunately 
there always is a long waiting list. 
We now have two of his children at 
Night and Day camp, and his 
wife is getting the prenatal care he 
was worried about and her support 
by a brother on P. W. A. work has 
been arranged. If we can keep them 
under our charge for from one to 
five years, we will consider this a 
job well done.”

lished headquarters at St. Louis 
County Hospital last -July, public 
health programs are booming in'‘the 
county. A dynamic individual him- 
self, Dr. Meyer is inspiring an en- 
larged personnel with enthusiasm, 
Also the public health committee of 
the Medical Society, the public 
schools and all welfare agencies are 
feeling the force of. his initiative 
in carrying on effective preventive 
ahd correctional medical work. 
Free clinics at the hospital are 
humming with activity and four 
outpost health centers are being 
opened at strategic points in the 
county. 

Along with Dr. Meyer came Miss 
Agnes Bowe from Michigan with a 
reputation as an expert in public 
health work to organize and direct 
a staff of visiting nurses. This ser- 
vice which had lapsed over several 
years ,now employs eight regis- 
tered nurses covering seven districts 
into which the county has been di- 
vided with one colored nurse, whose 
district extends over the whole 
area.

HE nurses drive about visiting 
Tx their homes patients referred 

to the department, usually by 
physicians, as indigent and:.in need 
of medical care. They are expected 
to report communicable diseases, 
crippled children and those with 
any other defects, study social con- 
ditions in relation to health in 
the homes and administer actual 
pre-natal and post-natal care in ma- 
ternity cases. ° 

Not all Miss Wolfort’s patients 
received her inhospitably, of course. 
Our next visit was to a_ post- 
maternity case, Tht mother whose 
infant. had been delivered at the 
hospital was in an eager mood to

In the case of the mother of a brood 
of seven, some unfavorable symp- 
tom had developed but the mother 
stubbornly refused to agree to go to 
the hospital.
